WHO WISHES HE WERE IN THE 


"LAND OF COTTON" 


Cotton is in the worst way it has 


known for 60 years. 


And whatever may be said about corn, 


wheat or dairy products, or whatever 
alibis may be officially issued by the 
great professional alibi makers of the na- 
tion, there is utterly no escaping from the 
fact that were it not for the government 
of the United States cotton wouldn't be 
in the situation it finds itself today. 


Government plans have resulted in 


placing the entire year's cotton crop in 
warehouses. 
We have about 11 million 


bales in hock. And the future is darker 
than any thunderstorm sky a man ever 
saw or even a patch of Stygian blackness 
itself. 


For instance, ;the year before Mr Roose- 


velt came to the presidency we exported 
nearly nine million bales of cotton. For 
the year ]ust ended we exported only 
3,400,000 bales. And yet this terrific loss 
was sustained in a year when world con- 
sumption rose nearly three million bales. 
So we have lost not alone our fraction- 
al share of the increase in world consump- 
tion but about 60 per cent of the business 
we had in the bargain. 


As a cure for this paralysis that has 


crept over cotton the government pro- 
poses restriction of our crop and a con- 
tinuation of its demonstrably mistaken 
policy of crop loan's. Thus by both wea- 
pons it attempts to hold up the -price of 
American cotton, in fact, nevertheless, 
increases -the «rop because though a re- 
striction of acreage would tend to lessen 
it the advantage of the loan policy where- 
by the government practically pays for 
the planter's losses, has induced more 
intensive work upon the acres planted 
than ever before. 


. And now for a third policy Mr. Wallace 


has announced that the government will 
subsidize the export of cotton to the ex- 
tent of 1% cents apound, thus adopting the 
very policy which this administration has 
so roundly denounced when employed by 
Germany. 


Each one of the plans adopted is de- 


featist. But when you add together three 
defeatist programs they are worse than 
three times one defeatist program. 


In the first instance we spend many 


millions to buy planters not to grow cot- 
ton. The planters therefore go into the 
dairy business or employ new methods of 
competing with other farmers. Then we 
employ still more governmental mil- 
lions to subsidize the cotton grown and 
sell it in foreign markets. Next we em- 
ploy other millions to buy up and scat- 
ter the surplusage of dairy products cre- 
ated when Dixieland abandoned cotton 
for something else. 


And if anyone can find out how a gov- 


ernment could possibly, even if deliber- 
ately setting about to ruin itself, em- 
ploy more erroneous or bungling methods 
he should get a prize of some sort. 


But the country isn't through with 


cotton yet. For cotton presents an aspect 
that does not appear in relation to most 
farm products. 
The selling of raw cot- 


ton is one thing, and important, but the 
story of cotton is then only half told, for 
it provides the material that 
employs 


hundreds of thousands of men in the most 
densely populated labor markets. 


Having provided part of the cost for 


which our cotton is sold to the Lanca- 
shire mills our government has provided 
these foreign manufacturing plants with 
a weapon to crash our home gates. For 
our cotton manufacturing plants cannot 
buy cotton at any "such price. And our 
people cannot buy the manufactured ar- 
ticle at the price laid down by foreign 
manufacturers based upon what they pay 
for cotton alone. 


So (a) having spent hundreds of mil- 


lions to keep acres out of cotton and 
(b) other hundreds of millions to buy 
up dairy products which increased when 
the cotton acres -.vent to dairying and (c) 
spent other millions selling cotton abroad 
at a loss, it now becomes necessary (d) 
to also subsidize cotton goods manufac- 
tured in this country that they may com- 
pete abroad in the open markets of the 
world and in order to put them on an 
even basis \vith the foreign mills to whom 
\ve sold cotton cheaper. 


This entire rigmarole then makes it nec- 


essary (e) to employ a great many bu- 
reaucrats and build up another extensive 
bureaucracy. Even if other nations have 
tyrants, and we have no big ones, we 
have enough small tyrants who, when 
added together, are likely to push a real 
tyrant like Mussolini into the Tiber. 


We refrain from any comment upon 


the labyrinth created. We simply pass it 
on to our readers as the culmination of 
the administration's promise to change 
''the chaoss of uncc-ritrolled agriculture" into 
that sunny summit of all ambition, "or- 
derly government planning."

Yet for six months 
and more they allowed the capitol 
responsibility for making a party 
record to rest on- a man whose po- 
litical experience had previously 
been limited-to writing checks for 
party managers every two years 
or so, and whose governmental con- 
tacts had been limited to negotia- 
tions with the tax commission, and 
probably the industrial commission 
as a business executive.

NECESSARILY SKILL 


A reader says her mother, aged 


seventy, had been told time and 
again, by physicians that she must 
have her tonsils removed, but be- 
cause of her age she hesitated. The 
reader, following suggestions 
in 


this column, inquired about 
the 


diathermy method as an alterna- 
tive for the major operation, but 
her mother's doctors advised againsl 
it and said her tonsils must be cul 
out 
Finally she found one doc- 


tor who suggested that the patienl 
consult a competent 
nose 
ano 


throat specialist, who used the dia- 
thermy method in suitable cases 
and surgical tonsillectomy in other 
cases 


When the patient visited the 


Dose and throat specialist he made 
a careful examination of her throat 
and said the tonsils did not look 
bad to him. He gave one diathermy 
treatment and instructed the pa- 
tient to return in a week. On her 
return the doctor made a bac- 
teriological culture from the ton- 
sils, but the culture showed no 
pathogenic bacteria. The specialist 
discharged the patient with the ad- 
vice to leave her tonsils alone She 
followed the advise and has re- 
mained well ever since. 


Moral' 
Sometimes doctors are 


too radical, too cocksure in con- 
demning tonsils to the guillotine 
and snare And sometimes doctors 
err in inferring that there is no 
septic focus in or about a tonsil 
when they tail to gpt a growth of 
pathogenic bacteria from a culture 
or when the tonsils at the time of 
examination da not appear ab- 
normal. 


Another reader reports his ex- 


perience of five years 
of 
dilly- 


dallying with 
diathermy treat- 


ments, which cost him nearly 500 
bucks, he says, and finally he went 
to the hospital and had his tonsils 
cut out in the regular way. "And 
I dragged myself around, half-sick, 
tor five years, just trying to dodge 
the operation." he wails. 'Dia- 
thermy? NUTS!!!" 


But this poor fellow used poor 


judgment. He selected as his phy- 
sician in the first instance one who 
did not exactly recommend dia- 
thermy, but had the equipment and 
was willing to use it if the patient 
insisted. . .

I'd hate like anything subjecting 


myself to the bungling of a doctor 
ar throat specialist who takes that 
uncertain attitude in 
any 
case. 


"The devil with the equipment," 
would be my reaction. "What I 
want to know is whether the doctor 
has the exceptional skill required 
to employ the diathermy method 
successfully." How much 
confi- 


dence would you have in a doctor 
who says "I have a scalpel, a 
hemostat and a first class needle 
and sutures — I'll amputate your 
leg if you insist." What does any 
one care about the kind of imple- 
ment or equipment a doctor or 
specialist may have? When the 
charlatan comes at you with that 
line, you had better be wary of 
entrusting yourself to his hands. 
It was not until the correspon-

>ne, whose treatment made the pa- 
tient feel "very much pleased," but

ican Federation of Labor, largest

3. The Securities and Exchange 
law was left untouched even 
though the need for certain revi- 
sions to permit capital markets to 
be reopened, especially for the 
smaller business men of the na- 
tion has been widely urged as a 
step toward recovery. 


4. The income tax rates in gener- 


al were left untouched even though 
for some time now it has been ap- 
parent that capital is choked and 
blocked from free movement be- 
cause of the inequities of the pre- 
sent tax laws. 


5. Social security pay roll taxes 
•^vhich are the most deflationarv in- 
m^ fluenco that has been introduced 
• 
Into the American economic sys- 
• 
tern, because they constitute a levy 
• 
on gross pay roll expense rather 
• 
than on capacity to pay, were left 
• 
untouched even though congress 
• 
did legislate to refrain from add- 
• ing still further deflationary bur-

dens in January 1940 and did elim- 
inate certain pay roll taxes on sal- 
ary levels above $3,000. 


Neutrality Law 


6. Nothing was done to revise the 


Neutrality law, leaving that statute 
in a position to - produce great 
risks for the American people in- 
stead of taking positive action to 
help prevent a world war in 
which American boys might again 
be sent overseas. 


7. Nothing was done to assure 


fair hearings and impartial pro- 
cedure by Government commis- 
sions, bureaus and boards as pro- 
vided in the Logan bill which was 
passed by the senate only to be re- 
considered and left for next ses- 
sion. 


As for acts of commission, the 


authorization of a $13.000,000,000 
expenditure is a phenomenal ex- 
ample of disregard of the man- 
date of a congressional election 
wherein as in 1938 a substantial 
protest vote was manifested against 
spending. 


The coalition of Republicans and 


conservative Democrats did not 
function except in exercising a 
veto against the administration in 
the last few weeks of'the session 
and in ordering another investiga- 
tion of the National Labor Hela- 
tions board. The coalition was 
strangely passive when the biggest 
appropriation bills were 
going 


through both houses. 


On Credit Side 


On the credit side of congress is 


the passage of the government re- 
organization bill, the enactment of 
the Hatch bill to ban pernicious 
political activity on the part of of- 
ficeholders, the elimination of the 
undistributed surplus tax—thoueh 
it is a question what damage the 
substitute provision about "unreas- 
onable surpluses" can still do—and, 
finally, the enactment of desirable 
changes in the Social Security act 
itself. These last amendments "were 
approved by both r>arties by an 
overwhelming vote. The usual run 
of. unopoosed minor measures was 
r»assed. but a host of problems like 
the railroad bill and the national 
health program were left over till 
the next session. 


In the sense that the administra- 


tion really didn't want chancres in 
the Labor Relations law, the "Wage 
and Hour law or the securities and 
Exchange law or any substantial 
reduction in appropriations, the 
session can be counted a kind of 
New Deal victory.

If you pay-a visit to Panama, you 


will find it interesting to explore 
the valley of the Chagres river. 
There you will find 
forests of 


strange-looking trees. 


Candle trees make up those for- 


"ests. They bear waxy-looking fruit 
in. the shape of large candles! The 
"candles" are, from two to four 
feet long. 


A candle tree of Central America 


The people of Panama do not use 


the fruit for candles, but they fine 
it of value. It contains a rather 
large amount of oil, and makes 
good food for cattle. Some persons 
have said they taste an "apple- 
like" flavor when they eat the flesh 
oi cattle which have fed on 


Sometimes the candle tree frui 


is pressed for oiL The oil can be 
placed in lamps and used in place 
of kerosene. 


The true candle tree is a native 


only -of the republic of Panama, 
Mexico has a tree which, is relatec 
to the candle tree, but the Mexican 
tree has fruit shaped more like 
cucumbers than candles. The cu.- 
-cumber-shaped fruit is eaten by 
Mexicans. 


Now and then v>e may hear the 


wax mytrle called a "candle tree.' 
but it is of quite a difierent family 
It appears both as a shrub and as 
a tree, and grows along the At- 
lantig _ coast from Nova Scotia to 
Florida, also around the coast o 
the Gulf of Mexico. 


The "berries of the wax myrtle 


are jcoated with wax. When they 
are boiled, the wax rises to the 
surface and can be skimmed, off. 
One peck of berries will yield 
pound of wax. 


The wax can be made into can- 


dles. There is a legend that gooc

bach, burns a wax myrtle candle 


at,Christmas time. 
~ The" name "tallow tree" has been 
,givea-4q trees of several kinds, bu 
fee tree"-which seems to have the 
best-, claim to it is a native o: 
China. It has long leaves which 
turn, red as winter comes on. Like 
the wax myrtle, it yields wax 
which, is good for making candles. 
Tallow tree wax also goes into 
making soap with the odor 
balsam. 


-Ghinese tallow trees have been 


planted in Georgia and the Caro- 
iinas, also in the West Indies. In 
these places they have grown with 
such success that they might be 
mistaken for native trees.
